Thero- 
foro, 1 write to appeal the refusals to ;no and. to appeal, in advance, any decision of 
the Archivist, or any act of his, on Me behalf, or with Mb authority and assent, that 
will have the same effect. 


ik y verbal and written requests ore on file, tmd 1 have copies, as you do or can. 

Should this happen again, I will be forced to consider whether I can proceed at 
• law against those responsible, for I consider it will bo not only a violation of law 
and regulations but personally damaging to me.

You will find that I made immediate request for access to what was tramifored to 
the National Archives by the representative of the meaanedy astato, in person, to Dr. 
iiahmer, then Archivist, and thereof tor, at his mg estion, made a more limited and 
specific request, in writing, for yhim to forward to the representative of tlie estate. 

Separately, I have written the Archivist for equality of access and offered to 
have- a properly qualified pathologist should lie require this.
